“This is a time of fashion 
chaos.” 


This is the o p i n i o n of 
Edith Head, and she ought 
to know. She has been creat­ 
ing c o s t u m e s for movie 
stars since 1948; she has 
worked on 1,130 motion pic­ 
tures, and she has been part 
of every major fashion trend 
from the New Look through 
the Lib Look. 


Putting time and fashion 
in perspective for 1971, she 
says that “ pants are a tem­ 
porary solution in a prob­ 
lematic and uncertain era.” 


T h o u g h she feels that 
most women don’t look good 
in pants, and is opposed to 
what she calls the “ unisex 
concept,” she concedes that 
the great m ass of women 
will probably wear pants 
part of the time. Terming 
pants “a necessary evil,” 
she feels that they are ap­ 
propriate in the office, on 
the street and going out to 
dinner. They are absolutely 
not to be worn to church, 
“ because God intended men 
and women to look differ­ 
ent.” 


What about dressy pants 
outfits for superdressy occa­ 
sions? “ I don’t care if they 
are black velvet trimmed 
with d i a m o n d s , ” she re­ 
torts. “ Pants are wrong for 
formal wear.” 


Admitting that last fall’s 
much-touted midi was less 
than successful, Miss Head 
puts the blame for nonac­ 
ceptance on three factors; 
Women are afraid of looking 
older, they are afraid that 
men hate the new look, and 
they hesitate to put money 
into whole new wardrobes. 


What a b o u t fashions-to- 
come? Looking into spring, 
Miss Head predicts a trend 
to longer dresses, in a modi­ 
fied ju st-b elo w -th e-k n ees 
version of the midi. The cos­ 
tume look will go away; 
“The 
rich-Eskimos-poor-In- 
dians look will be s h o r t ­ 
lived,” she predicts. 


Her own approach to fash­ 
ion involves trim little suits 
in soft tweeds. She favors a 
skirt softened by deep in­ 
verted pleats, at a three- 
i n c h e s - below - the - knee 
length. 


Miss Head recently served 
as a judge in the finals of 
the S i n g e r W o r l d Style- 
maker Competition, select­ 
ing the top winner in three 
d i v i s i o n s . 
Since earlier 
judgings had scored the en­ 
tries on dressmaking tech­ 
niques. Miss Head and the 
two other judges were re­ 
quired to judge only on ap­ 
pearance, fit and suitability 
of the garments. 


Even though she is not di­ 
rectly concerned with the 
world of sewing, Miss Head 
is well-aware of the current 
boom in sewing. She regis­ 
ters approval, saying, “ Sew­ 
ing is therapy, people need 
to work with their hands.” 


She a d m i r e s the work- 
m a n s h i p in the winning 
dresses, but indicates that 
the f i n e-dressmaking con­ 
cept, with its time-consum­ 
ing detail and handwork, 
might be a little out of date. 
“A new language of sewing 
is needed,” she remarks, 
“and more s e w i n g short­ 
cuts.” 


She fefels that more and 
more women will be sewing 
to create an individual fash­ 
ion look. 


Her advice to people who 
sew: 
“ Don’t try to make 
something that isn’t suitable 
for you.”

OCEAN FISHING 
Ocean fishing has not varied much from last week 
Things started to look good, then more rain really stopped 
the advance. However, the few anglers that did go out were 
well rewarded. 
At the time of writing, the ocean looks good, but more 
rain has been forecast, also the air is still distinctly cool. 
John Wilson who operates the party boat A B.C. out of 
Avila took a run down to Point Sal. and reported that fishing 
was excellent, with big ling cod being predominant in the 
bags. 
The A B C. will run on reservation only tor the present 
and must have at least five anglers before setting out The 
boat is being prepared for the salmon season which opens 
on Feb 13 for waters south of Tómales Point, and while it is 
somewhat early to make any sort of forecast, Wilson says 
he saw indications that the kings are in the area. 
Not too many fishing the surt tor steelhead, the rain of 
last week spoiled what might have been a change for the 
better, the day after the rain, we took one look at San Luis 
Creek, and that was enough, water was muddy and roily, 
with fishing impossible. 
If there is no more rain, the 
middle of the week might show a definite change, and 
fishing for steelhead may have picked up 
A few fish were being taken in Santa Rosa and San 
Simeon Creeks, but here again the water is still very dirty 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Not too many anglers are patronizing local lakes, but. 
here again, those that braved chilly weather were 
rewarded at both Nacimiento and Margarita Lakes 
The 
former reports that deep water and rocky ledges are the 
best spots for bass, Catfishing on the slow side, but white, 
bass are being taken after a dormant period. At Margarita, 
bass and catfish are being caught, but here again not too 
many fishermen are out. 
Trout fishing in Lopez Lake has been spotty, but what has 
been taken are in the 12 to 14 inch class, we saw some taken 
from the shore near the corral. This water was supposed to 
have been planted last week, but up to last Friday, this had 
not taken place. Weather is a tactor that the DFG admits 
controls the planting program, and that the release is based 
on weather conditions. 
From all accounts Casitas Lake and Cachuma Lake are 
the hot spots for trout fishing with both these waters getting 
a planting from the DFG and other sources. 
Pollution 
With the pollution problem raising its head, we have been 
doing some reading up on the subject, and we ran across an 
interesting item that says phosphates are not the number 
one villan of the pollution ogre 
Intensive research has 
come up with the theory that while the presence ol 
phosphates is a prime fertilizer for algae, many waters had 
the algae trouble, long betore detergents were used, and 
that the prohibiting of the use of phosphates in a 
detergent.may result in other chemicals being used that 
might be more harmful. 
The result of some of the findings on pollution are that a 
high concentration ot phosphates in lakes and streams may 
not, after all, be the agent that triggers rapid algae growth 
The ‘‘explosion*’ ot algae eats up the oxygen in the water, 
thus choking off other life forms, and speeding up the aging, 
called "euthrophicaiion ol a body oi water. 
Tests have indicated that residual store of phosphates in 
the water, aside from being deposited through detergent 
use, and high reuse of phosphorus in the growth cycle are 
sufficient to account for algae ‘explosion 
On the other 
hand, the carbon byproducts given off by the bacteria, in 
what is called a symbotic relationship with the algae, is 
seen as the key to the algae growth. 
A growing number of scientists, know ing that carbon is 
the chief component of algae, say the answer will be found 
in carbon rich organic wastes, 
primarily human wastes 
There is no short cut to cleaning up our waters. A visible 
sympton of pollution can only be controlled by decreasing 
the input of carbon bearing organic wastes and other algae 
nutrients. This is possible only through the installation and 
proper operation of modern sewage treatment systems 
HUNTING 
The waterfowl season ended last Sunday on most of the 
management areas of the state, the season in the northern 
part of the state ended the week before. 
While the main duck and geese season ended, it is still 
possible to take black sea brant through Feb 21 with a daily 
limit ot four, and eight in possession 
The DFG says that 
wild fowl hunting has been excellent, exceeding last year's 
take, by nearly a quarter ot a million birds of all species. 
Grizzly Island Wildlife Area has had the best showing, 
with 31,130 birds recorded, w ith the Mendota Wildlife Area 
second w ith 21.794 
The DFG has requested permission from the State Fish 
and Game Commission to introduce and release three new 
species of 
nonresident 
game 
birds for stocking 
in 
California. The new birds, white tailed ptarmigan. Idaho 
ruffed grouse, and woodcock, would not compete with any 
of the present native game birds, and would offer 
challenging hunts once they become established. 
The DFG has been offered 30 to 50 wild trapped 
ptarmigan in exchange for game farm reared Afghan white 
wing pheasants 
Apparently the ptarmigan would lit into 
the High Sierra country, the Trinity Alps and the Marble 
Mountains, as these birds normally live in country where 
native California species ot game birds are found. 
Utah has agreed to trade som e rutted grouse lor game 
farm reared seesee partridges. 
These grouse are found 
east of the Cascades and should lit in on the east slope ol 
Sierras and in the Warner M ountains. The ruffed grouse 
would not compete with any native sp ecies since the new 
imports are found only in creek bottom s among alder and 
willow growth 
Woodcock would probably be acquired from Louisiana in 
cooperation with U.S.Sport Fisheries and Wildlife tor 
release in some ol the coastal areas north of Monterey As 
far as is known, woodcock have never been stocked on the 
west coast 
These birds are akin to the snipe, though they 
inhabit an entirely different area than the jacksnipe found 
in California. Woodcock likes fairly dense cover associated 
with damp areas under a forest canopy These birds would 
be traded for wild bandtailed pigeons for release in the 
hardwood areas of the eastern states

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
man who led the antiwar 
movement across the gener­ 
ation gap in Massachusetts 
is off on a nationwide cru­ 
sade to muster support for 
an attack on the constitu­ 
tionality of all undeclared 
wars, Vietnam included. 
John M. Wells, a 42-year- 
old former Air Force major 
and now a Unitarian mini­ 
ster, fostered the campaign 
that led to p a s s a g e last 
spring of the Massachusetts 
law that says the state’s citi­ 
zens are not r e q u i r e d to 
serve in wars not officially 
declared by Congress. 
“ Our youth has become 
cynical about the processes 
of government in this coun­ 
try,’’ Wells says, “ and this 
movement is an attempt to 
work within the system to 
gain change.’’ 
Wells had been brooding 
a b o u t the war since 1966, 
when he became “ totallv con­ 
vinced that the United States 
was wrong in its action in 
Vietnam’’ and “ the United 
States was trying to apply 
Pax Americana throughout 
the world with the use of our 
armed forces.’’ 
But it wasn’t until late 1969 
that he gave up hope that the 
government would solve the 
problem itself and submitted

F7mphasizing similarities, 
they j o i n e d young people 
with old; those who liked the 
bill because it opposed the 
Vietnam war with those who 
liked it because it was a law- 
and-order interpertation of 
the Constitution; 
students, 
lawyers, writers and profes­ 
sors 
with 
h o u s e w i v e s , 
legislators, 
ministers a n d 
wounded Vietnam veterans. 
The bill passed its crucial 
vote in the state house by a 
136-89 vote March 16, after 
a flurry of pressuring phone 
calls by Wells’ group had 
made certain the tide stayed 
turned in the bill’s favor. 
Wells, as he had all along, 
insisted the importance of 
the bill transcended Vietnam 
and reached the basic con­ 
stitutional issues. 
( Not everyone saw the pas­ 
sage of the bill as a pure 
case of making America safe 
for democracy. One of the 
bill’s opponents, state Rep. 
Ralph Sirianni of Winthrop, 
describes t h e 
Wells-Shea- 
Worth campaign this way: 
“ I think the people of Mas­ 
sachusetts were victims of a 
fraud. There were a lot of 
telephone calls to legislators, 
mostly from women who had 
been led to b e l i e v e that 
m a y b e some youngsters’

lives could be saved. I felt 
then and feel now that the 
bill isn’t worth the paper it’s 
written on. Wells may be sin­ 
cere, but I’m not sure that 
some of the people associ­ 
ated with him in this thing 
weren’t just interested in 
building themselves up to 
run for office.” ) 
“This is far bigger than 
just the war in Vietnam,” 
Wells says. “ These are lives 
we’re talking about, and if 
w'e’re not careful we’ll soon 
be fighting in C a m b o d i a , 
Laos and Bolivia the way we 
are in Vietnam.” 
But w h i l e We l l s was 
worrying about people inter­ 
preting the legislation nar­ 
rowly and calling it “the 
anti-Vietnam bill,” the U.S. 
Supreme Court was calling it 
something else: irrelevant. 
The bill required state At­ 
torney General Robert H. 
Quinn to bring action in the 
U.S. Supreme Court to ex­ 
empt Massachusetts citizens 
from serving in Vietnam. 


NF7W YORK—(NF3A)—The debate over the extent 
to which the President is constitutionally free to 
commit American armed forces without Congres­ 
sional approval centers around two sections of the 
Constitution: Article I, Section 8, which defines 
Congress’ powers, and Article II, Section 2, which 
defines the President’s powers. 
Article I, Section 8 says Congress shall have the 
power “ to declare war” and “ to raise and support 
arihies.”

When he tried it, the Court, 
in a 6-3 decision h a n d e d 
down Nov. 9, refused to even 
consider the case, saying 
that the state could not sue 
on behalf of its citizens and 
that in any event the ques­ 
tion could not be decided in 
the courts b e c a u s e of its 
complexity and the difficulty 
of enforcing any decision. 
Quinn has since refiled the 
suit in federal district court 
in Boston, while Wells is off 
publicizing his c a u s e and 
“ The People vs. Presidential 
War,” the book he edited 
about the p a s s a g e of the 
Massachusetts law. 
Wells insists the crusade is 
not anti-Nixon. He blames 
President Johnson as much 
—or more, and he contends 
that presidents have been 
abusing their war powers 
ever since John Adams or­ 
dered the Army on forays 
against the Indians without 
Congressional authorization 
just before 1800. 
Having started his cam ­ 
p a i g n down the tortuous, 
misty path of constitutional 
law—where even politicians, 
let alone angels, fear to tread 
—Wells says C o n g r e s s is 
showing signs of wanting to 
flex its muscles. (He cites 
limitations on the President’s 
freedom to act in Cambodia 
that were part of the recent­ 
ly passed defense appropria­ 
tions bill as an example of 
Congressional unrest.) And 
with bills similar to Massa­ 
chusetts’ 
pending in New 
York, California, Illinois and 
New Jersey, plus 13 other 
states, he says the time is 
ripe for redressing the sys­ 
tem of checks and balances. 
“We are citizens and not 
subjects,” Wells says, “and 
we cannot just allow the 
p r e s i d e n t to accumulate 
more and more power until 
he becomes nothing more 
than an elected dictator.”

Dear Dr. Lamb—While on 
a visit in Orlando, I read 
your column (Walking, Lose 
Those Pounds).

am 53 
years old and started walk­ 
ing five months ago, a mile 
in the morning, a mile at 
night. When I started walk­ 
ing, I weighed 204 pounds, I 
now weigh 185 pounds, and I 
enjoy every minute of it. I 
am not on any diet but have 
cut down on sweets. 
Dear Reader—Thank you. 
There is no good reason why 
any other person who can 
walk can’t accomplish the 
same thing you have. The 
key is consistency. One could 
walk o n e-h a 1 f-m i 1 e four 
times a day if it were more 
convenient. C u t t i n g down 
sweets also helps. A loss of 
19 pounds in five months is a 
good result and a major im­ 
provement in your way of 
life. Interestingly e n o u g h , 
the one thing most people 
who live to old age in good 
health have in common is 
that they walk a lot. It is not 
essential to jog or run for 
>our life—if you walk regu­ 
larly enough.

Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 have 
been told a number of times 
that I have duodenitis. Could 
you tell me what this is? 
Also, if I don’t follow a bland 
diet, could this lead to some­ 
thing more serious? 
Dear Reader—“ Itis” is the 
medical term for inflamma­ 
tion. Inflammation of the ap­ 
pendix is appendicitis, in­ 
flammation of the tonsils, 
tonsilltis. Duodenitis is the 
inflammation of the duode­ 
num, the first portion of the 
small intestine connected tc 
the outlet of the stomach. 
This is the same location for 
most peptic ulcers, hence 
duodenal ulcers. The inflam­ 
mation is usually caused b> 
loo much stomach acid and 
problems closely related tc 
ulcers 
A btana diet is useful in 
treating duodenitis. So are 
antiacids. Cigarettes, alco­ 
hol, coffee and colas should 
be stopped. Coffee is a fre­ 
quent cause of the problem. 
Unless one changes his hab­ 
its, duodenitis can progress 
to an ulcer. In many ways 
they are the same thing, only 
one has resulted in ulcera­ 
tion.

This year an estimated 40,000 Americans will leave the 
country, giving up citizenship, jobs, homes and friends to 
seek new lives elsewhere. 
More than half of them will go to Canada, the rest to 
Australia, New Zealand, Israel and Western Europe. 
While the number is small compared to the half­ 
million or so people from foreign lands who will take up 
permanent residence in the United States—a total that

immigration—the number has been increasing in recent 
years. 
According to the Washington Post, we may be 
witnessing a new trend in migration 
We are so used to thinking of America as the country to 
which the multitudes have always come seeking freedom 
and opportunity that this “ new migration," if that is 
what it is, is hard to understand. 
Those who have left or will leave the United States are 
not “your huddled masses yearning to breathe free." 
The bulk of the self-exiles are between 20 and 43, 
married, college-educated and white. Most of them are 
professional or skilled workers—doctors, scientists, 
engineers, mechanics. 
One good reason tor that is because lew countries, 
including

today, 
welcome 
the 
unskilled, the down and out 
Yet why should so many 
who have found success, who have had it good in the 
United States, want to chuck it all? 
In an interview with a Post reporter, a form er New 
York educational and clinical psychologist now living in 
Toronto said that tor him “ It was a combination of 
social, political and environmental factors. 
It was a 
sense of impotence I couldn t change anything. " 
For a former com m ercial photographer, now also 
living in Toronto , “ It was the hate. I couldn’t take the 
hate people had for each other 
You don't find that in 
Canada."

Technology predicted that “ when the United States gets 
more reactionary, a lot of scientists will come here 
(Canda). 
After all, the intellectuals fled Hitler long

Keynes. Clearly Mr. 
Nixon was 
using “ Keynesianism" in the most 
popular sense of the word, which is 
defined in W ebster’s Third as, “ The 
economic theories and program s 
ascribed to John Maynard Keynes 
and his followers, specifically: the 
advocacy of fiscal and m onetary 
pro g ram s 
by 
governm ent 
to 
increase em ploym ent.” 
T he 
b e st-k n o w n 
A m e r i c a n 
conservative economist is Professor 
Milton 
Friedm an, 
and 
he 
most 
enthusiastically backs the use of 
monetary 
policies 
in 
order 
to 
achieve economic goals. 
In 
the 
ideological wars, the recent battles 
have been between those who desire 
to stress fiscal policies, i.e.. the rate 
ot taxation, deficit spending — that 
kind ot thing. And those others who 
believe that the key to the problem 
lies in the money supply. Both sets 
of people, should they choose to do 
so , 
c o u l d 
c a l l 
t h e m s e l v e s 
K e y n e s i a n s . 
t h o u g h 
a s 
professionals, 
they 
would 
be 
unlikely to do so, because they know 
too much about Keynes to want to 
use him as a particularly useful 
eponym. 
A few years ago, 
the British 
magazine Encounter conducted an 
almost endless symposium on the 
theme, 
“ We are all Keynesians 
now 
The editor's thought was to 
establish that there simply w asn’t 
anybody 
around 
any 
more 
who 
didn't 
accept 
Keynes 
as 
the 
spokesman for a new way of doing 
things in economics, whose policies 
are everybody’s policies. He had a 
far less easy tim e of it than he 
expected, as individual economists 
weighed in insisting that far from it, 
Keynesian did not prevail 
One of them, for instance, gave it 
as 
his 
opinion 
that 
Keynes 
considered that the single most 
important 
objective 
ol 
money- 
m anagers should be low interest 
rates. And by low interest, Keynes 
meant somehing like two per cent. 
At that point, the interest rate in 
England was about seven per cent. 
How then could we say that England 
was “ Keynesian?” 
Then the subject is mystified by 
the rodomontade of some ot Keynes' 
followers, 
who 
took 
K eynes’ 
insights, and kneaded them into an 
entire economic cosmology. Some 
ot these gentlemen-fanatics were 
heard to say that there was nothing 
now that we didn't know about 
economics, thanks to Keynes, plus 
their exegesis of him But during the 
late 
forties and 
the 
fifties 
the 
application ot Keynes’ torm ulas was 
shown quite simply not to work, for 
many reasons, some of them as yet 
undiagnosed 
For instance, it was 
Keynes breezy prescription that at 
times of boom, 
the government 
should 
skim off enough 
surplus 
money to tinance its pump-priming 
activities in times of depression. 
Try 
it 
Then, 
for a 
while, the 
economists would say: well, Keynes 
taught us how to come down from 
the highs, but he never taught us 
how to climb up from the lows. 
Then, for a while, they said exactly 
the opposite 
Today, it you say that you are a 
Keynesian, you are either saying a ) 
nothing at all; or you are saying, b) 
that 
you are a reactionary. There 
hasn t been a Keynesian in the 


entire sense of the word since the 
feverish Harvard acolytes of the 
late thirties, who have gracefully 
disbanded. 
It is often pointed out that Lord 
Keynes took delight in saying of 
himselt 
that 
he 
was 
"not 
a 
Keynesian." 
And 
indeed, shortly 
before he died, the apostle of central 
economic m anagement was writing 
enthusiastically about 
the young 
economist Frederick Hayek, who 
had just published The Road to 
Serfdom, which predicted that the

pow er 
to 
the 
government inevitably m eant the 
surrender of liberty 


So that Mr. Nixon s rem ark to 
Mrs. Smith is not quite so striking a 
declaration of heresy as he would 
have us believe Why did he say it? I 
think 
Mr 
Nixon 
m e a n t 
to 
acknowledge that the m ere mention 
of the word Keynes is no longer so 
frightening as once it was Rather 
like saying, breezily, “ we are all 
Machiavellians."
